Rev. R. O. Flinn, pastor of the North 
Avenue Presbyterian church, was re- 
quested to state the present situa- 
tion and the future policy of the ex- 
ecutive committee, as he had been in 
close touch with this committee for 
several days past.

Editor Richard H. Edmonds, of The Manufacturers’ Record, deplores 
the utterances credited to Frank Anderson, personal representative of Mr. 
Yoakum, of the ’Frisco system, to the effect that political demagogy still 


militates against railroad expansion in the south. 
Declanng that the facts are not even approximately as Mr. Anderson 


is reported:to have painted them, Mr. Edmonds thus analyzes. present 


sentiment throughout the southern states: 


There was a time a couple of years ago when the notoriety-seek- 
ers among certain classes of politicians endeavored to curry favor 
with voters and thereby gain advantage themselves by hitting at ralil- 
roads whenever possible, but it did not take them long to find out that 
there was a large and influential element in their constituencies which 
did not at al) approve of wholesale condemnation of corporate enter- 
prises and of efforts to control them in every possible way by, law. 
They saw that this was having the effect of keeping capital out of the 
country and preventing natural and reasonable development of re- 
sources. Even in Texas, where railroad legislation was quite as radical 
against the corporation as in any other state—and much more so than 
in most of them—there has been a vast change of sentiment, with the 
result that the railroad progress now under way there is something 
phenomenal. 

The editor of Tne Manufacturers’ Record is accurate in his reflection 
of the status, and in refuting the theories attributed to Mr. Anderson. 

There will always, of course, be a smattering of demagogy in public and 
private places, and in,all sections, wherever corporations are concerned. 

But the day of favor for the professional baiter of railroads has reached 
its sunset, at least for the immediate present and the immediate future. 

Voters of the southern states have spoken in terms that are unmis- 
takable. They have had a surfeit of direct agitation, and of that near-agita- 
tion which is no less disastrous. They have seen the injury that accrues 
from wild campaigns aimed at lashing prejudice and passion into fury. 
They are subscribing to those sensible doctrines which hold that quiet, yet 
emphatic, methods are not incompatible with progress. 


Capital is today cordially invited into the south, assured of protection 


in its rights so long as it observes the letter and the spirit of the law. 
, This is the constructive fruit of sad experience, bitter enough at the time,

NO MORE POT-SHOTS FOR THE RURAL CARRIER. 


Our sympathy goes out to the rural letter carrier, that staunch and 
enduring servant of Uncle Sam who is literally the connecting link between 
city and country. 

Is his salary to be cut? Not so bad as that. 

Is the standard route to be lengthened? Worse than that! 

Breathe it softly. No more ‘s he to be allowed to hunt while on duty! 

Have you ev«r traveled a country road in the hunting season, with the 
clouds hanging just right, the quail piping, or a Molly cotton-tail insolently 
wrinkling its nose at you from the ditch? 

If so, you are perfectly well aware that if a shotgun lay in the bottom 
of the buggy, you “lit,” chased the rabbit, or, as best you could without the 
aid of dogs, stalked the quail. 

That is what a carrier or two, here and there, has been doing. A few 
of them, the department says, have been stopping for a few minutes to whip 
the stream for trout, or to take a pot-shot at wild turkeys in the wilds of 
Florida, or other places where the wild turkey doesn't roost too high. 

Now comes an end to this sandwiched-in sport. The farmers have 
been complaining. There is delay in delivering their mail, while the carrier, 
following his perfectly natural instincts, played Nimrod. 

So the department has issued an edict, ukase, irade, or whatever you 
wish to call so harsh a pronunciamento, decreeing that there shall be no 
open season for rural carriers, save out of office-hours, so to speak. 

We sympathize with our friends, the boys behind the pouches. Speak- 
ing seriously, however, the department’s order is just one more symptom 
that life in the rural districts is growing more intense—which in its turn, 
méans higher-grade development, with an indirect bearing on the “back to 
the farm” movement.

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ATTACKING THE RURAL PROBLEM AT THE FURROW. 


Samuel E. Weber, state inspector of high schools in Louisiana, is 
stating an undisputed fact in a very solemn way when he explains the 
rural hegira to the cities by emphasizing their superior facilities for 
culture. 

Readjustment, he averred, lay in equalizing facilities and in paying as 
much attention to agricultural and ethical training in county schools as in 
state agricultural colleges. 

No one gainsays the theories of Mr. Weber. The main thing to do 
is to materialize them on a broad scale. In-Georgia, of recent years, the 
tendency has been to include primary agricultural courses in the common 
schools, supplementing them by independent movements such as the corn 
and.cotton contests that stimulate boys and girls to apply personally the 
lessons they learn in the school room.

At the last analysis, any campaign must, if it expects to achieve results 


of a permanent and revolutionary nature, attack the rural problem at the 
furrow itself. 

Rural free delivery, the newspapers and the telephone, together with 
a succession of prosperous years and the consequences of advancing devel- 
opment are gradually carrying to the rural districts those facilities for cul- 
ture and enjoyment, for unrestricted social intercourse, upon which the 
solution of the so-called rural problem must so largely depend. 

These factors will, of themselves, gradually banish or mitigate isolation, 
re-create the intellectual atmosphere of the farm and partially enjoin the 
movement to the cities. 

But until the coming generation is taught scientific farming, which is 
nothing in the world but business farming, we cannot expect to perma- 
nentiy check the tide that yearly lands the cream of the rural population 
in the cities. And, in this direction, Mr. Weber is correct when he states 
that we must work with the country schools. Broadening their curriculum, 
80 as to make them include practical courses in agriculture as a compulsory 
part of the course, as well as the primary academic branches taught in the 
city schools, will within ten years entirely change the race of the country. 

Therein lies the solution of that problem of all others the most im- 
portant in the nation. 

Well-to-do counties in Georgia and other southern states can accelerate 
the transformation by supplementing the state's school apportionments out 


of their own treasuries.

WRITES OF FOREIGN COURTS 


(CopyPight, 1910, for The Constitution.) 

Khedive Abbas has created no end 
of a stir at Cairo, not only among his 
own people, but also in the foreign 
diplomatic corps, and tn cosmopolitan 
society, by his sensational marriage 
with the divorced wife of Baron Arthur 
Muller von Klingspor, of the Sixth 
Regiment of Artillery of the Austrian 
army. For the lady in question, who 
is by birth a Countess Marianne Torok, 
and a cousin of the former secretary of 
the Austrian embassy at Washington, 
Count Alexander Torok has been liv- 
ing for the last three years ina villa 
just opposite the khedivial palace, at 
Koubbeh, in the outskirts of Cairo, un- 
der the protection of the khedive. Her 
position at Cairo was s80 equivocal 
that the ladies of the diplomatic corps, 
and of the foreign colony, declined to 
hold ariy sort of intercourse with her. 
She was not only boycotted in the most 


relentless fashion, but subjected to all) 


sorts of slights, by Cairene society, the 
women of which were encouraged 
thereto by the knowledge that their 
attitude toward the baroness was & 
source of satisfaction to the wife of 
the khedive. 

Khedive’s Second Lawful Wife. 

Now the situation has chenged, in a 
manner that has taken most people by 
surprise. For the baroness, finding her 
position altogether intolerable, suc- 
ceeded in persuading the khedive to 
legitimize their relations by means of 
@ marriage, in the face of the bitterest 
opposition of the khediviah. The 
baroness has now become the second 
lawful wife of the khedive—the Koran 
and custom allow him four—and as his 
favorite consort, she will naturally 
take precedence, and prove a much 
more influential personage than Ikbal 
Hanem, his first wife, the mother of 
the heir apparent. As such, all the 
ladies of the foreign diplomatic corps, 
and the wives of the foreign and native 
dignitaries in the service of the Egyp- 
tian government, will be obliged to pay 
homage and court to her and to at- 
tend her receptions, For the wives of 
the ruler of Egypt hold courts very 
much like those of a European queen; 
with this difference, that men are ex- 
cluded therefrom, and until a foreign 
woman at Cairo has been presented to 
the consorts, and especially to the 
favorite wife of the khedive, at one of 
these receptions, by the wife of the 
envoy of her country, or by the doy- 
enne of the diplomatic corps, she is 
barred from court, and excluded from 
all state entertainments and functions. 
The envoys’ wives, and the better 
halves of all the English and other 
foreign officials of the khedivial ser- 
vice, will find it now a bitter pill to 
swallow, to make obeisance, and to 
treat with deference, the baroness, who 
until the other day was looked upon 
by them as something very much akin 
to an outcast. 

A Stermy Existence. 

Nor are matters rendered more easy 
for them by the Knowledge that the 
existence of the new Khediviah before 
she came to Calro was of a somewhat 
stormy character. Her mother, a mem- 
ber of the historic house of Vetter von 
der Lille, after divorcing Count Joseph 


| Torok, governor of the Province of Un- 


var, married the well-known Magyar 
engineer Theodore Puskas, founder of 
what is known as the “Spoken News- 


er” at Pesth, an organ of the press /| 


which provides its subscribers, not 


with any reading matter, but with oral | 


news, communicated by telephone. 
Puskas is dead, and since then his 
widow has taken to herself a third 
husband, a certain Charles Cseerna. Her 
daughter, Countess Marianne, found 
life with her mother’s second husband 
intolerable, left her home, and went, 
first of all, on to the concert platform, 
as a pianist, and then on to the stage, 
where she obtained more celebrity 
through her sensational quarrels with

her managers, and through her out- | 
bursts of temper against the critics | 
and the public, than through her art. 


Most of her profess 


— career was 
spent outside of Aus 


ria, with ups and 


downs, especially the latter, and she 
was often in extremely straitened cir- 
cumstances both prior and subsequent 
to her marriage in 1898 to Baron Mul- 
ler, a union speedily sundered by 
divorce. 


Where Khedive Met Her. 


It wag either at Monte Carlo, or at 
Pesth, in the Hotel Hungarian, that 
she first attracted the attention of the 
khedive, and three years ago, at his 
instance, she took up her abode at 
Koubbeh, where she has been living 
ever since, save when she accompanied 
him on his annual trip to Europe. She 
is a very handsome woman of thirty- 
six, that is to say, og exactly the same 
age as his ‘own, and before the mar- 
riage became a convert to Islam, tak- 
ing the name of Sobeida, in lieu of 
that of Marianne, which she had re- 
ceived at the time of her Roman Cath- 
Olle christening. It is understood that 
the recent pilgrimage of the khedive 
to Mecca and Medina. which has had 
the effect of enormously. increasing his 
prestige and popularity among the na- 
tives of Egypt. was undertaken large- 
ly for the purpose of silencing objec- 
tions which might otherwise have been 
made to his marriage with a foreigner. 

I understand, from Cairo, that the 
new khedive has had one powerful 
friend, who has been of great assist- 
ance in the events of the last two 
months, namely, the khedive’s mother. 
The latter, a very masterful woman, 
who completely dominated her hus- 
band, the late Khedive Tewfik, and a 
princess of the reigning house of Tur- 
key by birth, hoped. when her son 
came to the throne, to dominate him 
in the same way that she had domf- 
nated his father. With this object in 
view, she discouraged the idea of his 

arriage to a woman of princely rank, 

nd placed several of her own fairest 

Circassian slaves, that is to say, wom- 
en supposed to be without any educa- 
tion or intellect, at his @isposal, in 
the formation of his seraglio. ‘ When 
the prettiest of them, Ikbal Hanem, 
presented him with a child. he was so 
delighted that, to the indignation of 
hig mother, and of al! his feminine 
relatives, he married the girl, and not 
long afterwards invested her with the 
rank and all the prerogatives of a 
khediviah. She obtained a good deal 
of influence over her husband, that of 
his mother waning in proportion there- 
to; and the result was, that constider- 
able enmity ensued between the two 
women. 


Princess Mother Overjoyed. 


When the Hungarian baroness firet 
appeared on the horizon, the princess 
mother did not conceal! her satisfac- 
tion, seeing in her son's infatuation for 
the lady her own ‘Tevenge upon her 
daughter-in-law, that is to say, upon 
her former slave, who had raised to a 
rank superior to her own. She !{s cred- 
ited with having fostered the intrigue, 
and with even havine gone to the 
length of favoring the marriage. At 
any rate, the coming to Cairo of the 
baroness, and the wane of the khe- 
dive’s affection for his first wife, coin- 
cided with a restoration of the former 
affectionate relations of the young 
Egyptian ruler with his mother, and 
it was she, ang not his first wife, who 
accompanied him on his pilgrimage to 
Mecca. 

Through her mother, the new wife 
of the khedive is descended from King 
Francis I. of France, and one of his 
fair but frail favorites His son and 
successor. Henri Il., a most chivalrous 
monarch, declined, of course. to allow 
his illegitimate half-brother and half- 
sisters to bear their father’s illustrious 
patronymic of Valols, but at same 
time was willing to accord to them a, 
name indicating that they had royal‘ 
blood itn their veins, and that they 
were connected Dy ties of relationship 
with the reigning house: so he invest- 
ed them with the name of “Cousins 4@4

STATES MALED 
TO HIGH COURT 


Validity of Certain Acts 
to Be Settled. 


'Anti-Drumming Act of Arkan- 


sas to Be Passed Upon --- Ne- 
braska, Kentucky, Minnesota 
and Louisiana Also to Figure 
in Decisions. 


Washington, March 6.—Four states 
are to appear this week before the 
supreme court of the United States 
in defense of rights asserted or laws 
enacted. The eonstitutionality of 
statutes in still another state Is to be 
inquired into, but the state in this 
instance is not a party to the sult. 
The five states thus concerned are 
Nebraska, Kentucky, Arkansas, Min- 
nesota and Loulsiana. 

The state of Nebraska is concerned 
over maintaining the constitutionality 
of her grain elevator law of 1905, 
The Missouri Pacific Rallway company 
failed to comply with the provisions 
of this law which requires railroads 
tO construct switch connections for 
grain elevators with a capacity of 
15,000 bushels, located along their 
right-of-way. Its defense the 
invalidity of the law. 

Once again the controversy between 
the state of Kentucky and a national 
bank over the taking of the latter's 
shares of stock has come to the court. 
This time the suit involves the Clitl- 
zens’ National Bank of Danville, Ky, 

Aati-Drumming Act. 

Arkansas comes into the court 
defense of her anti-drumming 
The law forbids the drumming or 
soliciting on trains of business for 
Physicians, masseurs, bathhouses, 
boarding houses or hotels. It was 
designed to protect invalids traveling 
to Hot Springs. Al Willlams, a 
boarding house keeper, was arrested 
in 1908 on a charge of soliciting on 
a train for his boarding house in Hot 
Springs. He claims the law interferes 
with his inherent rights as a citizen 
in pursuit of a lawful business. 

Minnesota has complained of illegal 
cutting of timber on her school lands. 
She is seeking in a suit against the 
Shevlin-Carpenter Company to re- 
cover thousands of dollars for timber 
alleged to have been cut on these 
lands without permission of the state. 

From Louisiana comes ae contest 
which involves the question of the 
validity of the acts of the Louisiana 
legislature authorizing the state offi- 
cials to confirm as applicants for en- 
try of lands the holders of certificates 
of entry issued for the so-called Mc- 
Enery scrip. This scrip was given to 
John McEnery as compensation for his 
services as attorney for recovering for 
the state swamp lands donated by con- 
gress. 

Mail Pay and Naturalization. 

The United States is interested in an 
unusual naturalization prosecution and 
in a suit to determine whether a rail- 
road leasing or otherwise procuring 
the right to use tracks of another land- 
aided railroad is entitled to full pay 
for carrying the mails or whether it is 
subject to a 20 per cent reduction. 

The naturalization question arises in 
the case of the United States against 
Gustav Holmgren, of California. He 
was indicted on a charge of swearing 
he had known in the United States 
Frank Werta. an applicant for natural- 
ization, for five years. Whereas, it is 
alleged, he had Knuwn him only for 
four years.

“EASY BOSS" PLATT. 
CALLED BY DEATH 


\ 
Continued From Page One. 


taken with a ;fainting fit, and Dr. 
Auterbridge was hurriedly called. The 
family was notified, and returned in 
haste. Mr. Platt recovered from his 
first lapse, but sank into unconscious- 
nes again at 3:30 and died fifteen min- 
utes later. The relatives were all at 
the bedside. 

On last Wednesday, Senator Platt 
was at his office downtown. For sev- 
eral years he had been in feeble heal ih, 
and latterly the use of his legs had 
almost deserted him; but his condition 
until today was not looked upon as 
more serious than usual, although a 
physician called upon him daily. Thurs- 
day at breakfast the Senator had a 
momentary fainting spell, but rallied 
quickly. A year ago his feebleness was 
markedly accentuated, and his life was 
despaired of for a period; but with re- 
markable vitality he recovered, and 
went about his business as usual. 

Sketch of Thomas Collier Platt. 

Thomas Collier Platt, the “easy boss” 
of earlier and brighter days, was for 
many years not only the republican 
leader of his state, but a figure in na- 
tional politics, shoulder-to-shoulder 
with men of such rank and reputation 
as the late Matthew Stanley Quay, of 
Pennsylvania. Both were men of ex- 
ceptional intellectual ataainments, and 
both earned them, with signal success 
to party organization. Quay died still 
a power: Platt cultivated his time and 
felt himself in late years out of touch 
with the moving spirit of events. 

In “Twenty Years tn Congress” James 
G. Blaine described Platt as “a busi- 
ness man of great personal popularity. 
He had an aptitude for public affairs 
and is a man of strong influence in 
his state. He is no debater, but has 
strong common sense and a quick 
jvdgment of men.” 

Yet with all his native 
wide experience and skill 
ganizer, it became the fate 
to win remembrance more for his as- 
sociations with others than for any- 
thing he did of hig own initiative. 

Center of Natonal Stage. 

Twice in his life Platt was the center 
of the stage—once when he 
resigned. Roscoe Conkling, from 
the United States senate and was in- 
stantly nicknamed “Me, Too” Platt, 
and once when he induced Theodore 
Roosevelt to run for vice president 
with McKinley, very much against 
Roosevelt's better judgment and in the 
face of his repeated declarations that 
nothing could induce him to accept 
the nomination. There could be no 
better instance of Platt’s skill in per- 
svasion and manipulation or of the 
irony that mocked his ripest yisdom. 
McKinley was shot, Roosevelt became 
president, and the days of Platt’s dom- 
ination in the state lapsed into seni- 
litv His bodily strength declined 
rapidly. He made a second marriage, 
which ended in the courts and was 
sued by Mae Wood, formerly a clerk 
in government employ, for a divorce, 
on tne strength of a third marriage, 
never proved tq have taken place. 

The Episode With Conkling. 

The episode with 
was not exceeded in public excitement 
say the newspaper files of that day, by 
an event in the civil war, was as fol- 
lows: 

Platt was elected to the 
1881. He and his colleague 
became embroiled with President 
in a bitter contreversy Over the 
appointment of William H. Robertson 
to be collector of the port of New 
York. The nomination was distaste- 
ful to the New York organizaticn, and 
both Platt and Conkling refused to 
confirm it in the senate. Thereupon 
President Garfield withdrew all other 
New York nominations made at their 
instance, among which were those of 
Stewart L. Woodford to be United 
States district attorney and Lou F. 
Payne, recently remembered as an 
“accelerator of public opinion,’ to be 
United States marshal. 

Conkling and Platt Resigned. 

Finding themselves in a hopeless 
deadlock, Platt and Conkling both re- 
signed. Conkling was caught in the 
great blizzard of 1888, and died of ex- 
posure. 

Platt was supposed to be frozen out 
of politics. Nothing of the sort—he 
turned his attention to building up in- 
fluence in the southern tier of New 
York counties, became state leader 
again in 1894, and in 1897 was elected a 
to the United States sen- 
ate, succeeding David Bennett Hill. 
He fell out with Governor Frank 
Biack. and to defeat his renomination 
put forward Theodore Roosevelt, a type 
whose undeveloped possibilities he did 
not justly estimate. It.was Roose- 
velt’s rapid progress toward popularity 
and power that later led Platt to sug- 
gest him for the vice-presidency, hop- 
ing that in the quiet of that dignified 
office he might be forgotten. 

Platt was born in Owego, Tioga 
county, New York, on July 15, 1833, of 
Puritan ancestry. He entered Yale 
College with the class of 1849, but left 
in the middle of his junior’ year be- 
cause of ill health. 

Intended for Ministry. 

His father wished him to study for 
the ministry, but he nevér advanced 
further in that direction than to sing 
in the church choir. A brief appren- 
ticeship at literature was succeeded by 
more congenial employment in busi- 
ness. He prospered in Michigan in the 
lumber trade, returned to Owego and be- 
came president of the Tioga National 
Bank; was chosen a director and later 
president of the Southern Central Rail- 
road Company, and in 1870 was elected 
general manager and secretary of the 
United States Express Company, of 
which company he became president in 
1588, so remaining until his death. 

In physique Platt, a8 a young man, 
was pleasant in appearance, delicately 
built, restless and nervous. In later 
years his visage took on grimness. By 
his first marriage to Ellen Barstow, of 
Owego, he had three sons—Dr. Frank 
H., Edward T. and Harry Platt. He 
had been in feeble health for some 
years before his death.

Washington, March 6.—News of the 
death of former Senator Platt was 
received by his friends in both the 
senate and house of representatives 
with expessions of deep regret. Sen- 
ator Depew, when told of the death of 
his former associate in the senate 
from New York, said: 

“I have known every public man in 
my time in this country and also 
many from other countries, but Sén- 
ator Platt was a unique character. He 
possessed a mania for organization, 
which, if applied to business, would 
have made him a wonderful power 
in the business world. Political or- 
ganization was his delight, and for 
its sake he sacrificed every pecuni- 
ary advantage that ever came him,

Brown, Smarrs, Ga.—I write 
you for information in regard to the 
cultivation of apple trees. They are 
about 4 years old. What to plant in the 
orchard, if anything, and what to 
manure with? In other words, please 
give general instructions, and oblige. I 
send stamped envelope for return. I 
remains yours, etc. 

Answer—It may be well to say, in 
the first place. that an apple tree will 
not flourish and continue in a healthy 
state unless there be an abundant sup- 
ply of lime. The soil should also be of 
a dark, loamy texture, such as that in 
an old garden. Swamp muck or leaf 
mould, composted with lime, or ashes, 
or bone dust, is the best manure. But 
you may rely on giving: each tree an 
annual dressing of three or four 
pounds each of acid phosphate and 
kainit. Well-rotted stable manure is 
also excellent, and when this is not to 
be had, use two or three pounds of 
cotton seed meal with the acid and 
potash. Spread the manure or fertil- 
izer around the tree for several feet. or 
as far as the height of the tree from 
the base, and dig it in with a pronged 
hoe. 

You may plant 


a. De 


cotton, or sweet po- 
tatoes, or cowpeas, or any crop that 
does not make its chief growth in 
spring and early summer. Prupe the 
trees at once, thinning out the head 
and cutting back the annual growth 
(young, non-bearing trees) from 1-3 to 
1+2. Get a book on apple culture. 


HOG CHOLERA. 

J. L. Jones, Parkerville, Ga.—My 
hogs seem first to have a cramping or 
drawing’ in of their legs, which makes 
them stagger (as if they had sta 
gers), and in a short time they see 
unable to support themselves on their 
feet, giving away and lying on their 
bellies with feet under body. The legs 
get so stiff you cannot straighten 
them. When drawing first appears, the 
hogs usually grunt or squea: until they 
fall. Several attacks may come before 
the bogs are prostrated. The length 
of-sickness is usually from 24-to: 72 
hours.

Answer—There is hardly any room 
for doubt that your hogs have the 
dreaded disease, hog cholar; the lying 
down on the breast and beddy, the pur- 
plish spots on the belly and insida of 
the thighs and the Porte: fatality being 
characteristic symptoms. Doubtless 
they show other symptoms, which you 
have elther overlooked or failed to 
mention, such as very high yee. a 
toward the last a _e§$ ‘foetid, ck 
diarrhea. Of course, you know ns at 
the disease is a very fatal one; yet 
many hogs may be saved if treated in 
time and in a proper, manner.  In- 
dividual hogs often hav¥e the disease 
some hours, or even days, before no- 
ticed; therefore, all the apparently 
well and those just showing symptoms 
Should be treated. Put those not ap- 
parentiy sick as well as those just 
taking the disease in a comfortable 
place. under shelter and give each a 
dose of 2 ounces of castor oil. Fol- 
low this with ten drops of nitro-mu- 
riatic acid well*diluted with water, 3 
times a day; also give half ounce spir- 
its turpentine in a little sweet oll once 
a day. Continue this for 3 or 4 days; 
then give 4 grains of quinine in 2 
tablespoonfuls of whisky diluted with 
a like quantity of water, 3 times a day 
for 4 or 5 days. As a sanitary meas- 
ure place all the hogs under treatment 
entirely away from those that are evi- 
dently sick and bury deeply (or burn) 
all carcasses of those that have died. 

KEEPING IRISH POTATOES. 

M. S. Odom, Luverne, Ala.-—Please 
tell me through The Constitution the 
best method of keeping Irish potatoes 
for winter use, when to gather and 
how cured. 

Answer: I] have never experienced 
any difficulty in keeping Irish potatoes 
until midwinter, or untfl they were “all 
gone.” Dig: when the tops turn yellow 
and fall aver. Spread them in a cool, 
dry and rather dark place, not over 
two or three lavers in depth. Under 
my house is my place, but they may be 
kept on the floor of anv outhouse. cov- 
ered with a light layer of clean, dry 
If sprinkled freely with air- 
will be less liability 
Place to themselves such tubers 
may have been cut or bruised and 
them first. At the approach of 
cold weather ft would be = to 
cover the potatoes pretty thickly ith 
dry straw. Some place them in eet or 
ventilated barrels at the approach of 
cold weather but I have never had 
enough left in January to go to that 
trouble after eating them daily all 
through the fall and earls winter. 
Mine “gave out” this winter about 
January 15 with less than 10 per cent 
loss from rotting

MOON-BRLINDNESS 

J. §. Shipp, Cortelyou, Ala.—-I would 
to Know what is the matter with 
my horse's eyes—-whether or not it is 
the work he does (hauling sawdust) or 
a lick he has had over the head. I 
have not owned the horse but a short 
while, so |] don't Know for certain 
about the lick on his head. One eve 
got sore, and it seemed to blind him 
both; then it got better and the 
other one got sore. Can anything be 
done ure it? 

Answer-—l fear 
victim of sharp 
your horse has what 
known as “‘moon-blindness.” I 
receive inquiries about diseased 
mals, in which the statement is 
“lt only recently bought (or traded 
for) the animal.” The peculiarity about 
moon-blindness is the fact that the at 
tacks are tntermittent, or periodic. 
First one eve (sometimes both at one 
time) is attacked The lids are much 
swollen and kept closed, the ball is 
inflamed, and there is much water 
flowing from the eye. It usually lasts 
8 or 10 davs, and then subsides, only 
to return again and again at intervals 
varying from a few weeks to a few 
months, until the sight destroved 
The disease then attacks the remain. 
ing eye, and the same recurring at- 
tacks follow until the sight of that eve 
is destroyed. The flisease is not 
curable, but actual blindness, in some 
cases. may be postpened by proper 
treatment of each attack, and the anl- 
mal may live to otd age or die of some 
acute disease without*becoming blind. 
When an attack comef on, keep the 
animal in a moderaté@ly dark place. 
bathe the eves with eold water for 10 
or 15 minutes, and then put in the eye 
a few drops of a solution of 10 grains 
sugar of tead, 10 drops of laudanum 
and 1‘. ounces of water. Repeat the 
bathing and the evewash 32 times a 
dav. Also give 1 dram of iodide of 
potassium twice a day for 4 days ina

4}--- 
3.41, a very high grade and first-rate 
for cotton. I would apply Nos. 1 and 
%. mixed. a week or two, or longer if 
convenient, before planting time. Ap- 
ply 25 pounds per acre of No. 2 (the 
nitrate) jn the furrows with the seed, 
or on ton of the covered seed, at plant- 
ing time, or within.a week after plant- 
ing. Apply more of No. 2 (nitrate) in 
the siding furrow, on one side, say one- 
half of what. is left. in about three 
weeks, and the remainder in June (not 
later than the 20th). The whole of the 
1,408 pounds might be well applied to 
4 acres, which would give to each acre 
250 pounds of acid phosphate and 24 
pounds of muriate, to be bedded on be- 
fore planting, and leave 68 pounds of 
nitrate, 25 to go in with the seed and 
43 pounds, say, at second plowing. If 
he shall purpose to apply the whole of 
the formula to 3 acres, then he may 
properly divide the nitrate of soda into 
3 doses as at first suggested. In this 
case, he should apply 333 pounds of 
the acid phosphate and 32 pounds of 
the muriate before planting, which 
would leave 91 pounds of nitrate to be 
applied in 2 or 3 doses. 

? The expediency of applying nitrate 
of soda on his wheat depends on what 
and how much fertilizer was applied at 
time of sowing. March is the time to 
apply it. 


HOW MUCH FERTILIZER? 

T. W. G., Smarrs Station, Ga. 
Please give me little information on 
my land. It is a dark red land and 
yields about one bale of cotton to three 
acres. Give me advice how much fer- 
tilizer I should use for best results in 
cotton and when to plant and how to 
cultivate same when up. I have land 
laid off with two-horse plow, rows 3% 
feet. 

Answer—It does not appear that 
your land is essentially different from 
that of hundreds of thousands of farms 
throughout the hill regions of the Car- 
Olinas, Georgia and Alabama, nor is 
any different treatment in the way of 
fertilizers and cultivation called for 
than has so often been advised for 
such soils. What you want to do is 
to thoroughly prepare the land by deep 
plowing and harrowing in advance of 
planting and the application of 5600 
to 800 pounds per acre of a well-bal- 
anced fertilizer to be applied two 
weeks or more before planting, well 
mixing the same with the soil of the 
bedding furrow, planting from April 
10 to 20 with the best seed procurable, 
and cultivating shallow and frequent- 
lv. The fertilizer should correspond 
in relative analysis to formula No. 2, 
so often (see issue of January 24) pub- 
lished. ~ That: is, it sheuld analyze 10-<- 
3-——3, or 9—-2.70—2.70, or 8-——2.40—2.49,
